& Williams, and Samuel C. Bow- 
man, assistant tax attorney in the 
company's New York office, repre- 
sented the company and Hugh La- 
Master appeared for the state. The 
main contention of the plaintiff is 
that its franchise is granted by the 
United States government and is 
not subject to state taxation. It is 
also alleged that the state is dis- 
criminating in that the Western 
Union is one of three public utility 
corporations so taxed, out of more 
than fifty operating in the state, 
but this aspect of the case is not 
being pressed at this time, Mr. 
Williams said Monday in his pre- 
sentation of the case. The state 
began an investigation of this mat- 
ter a short time ago but this was 
halted, Mr. LaMaster explained, 
when the Western Union obtained 
its injunction, as the decision in 
this case might affect all the rest. 


The Western Union lakes the 


stand that its only franchise is a 
federal one, authorized by the post 
reads act of 1866, and that state 
and 
municipal 
ordinances 
are 


merely regulatory or police mea- 
sured. Authority to do business is 
granted under article I of th«* fed- 
eral constitution.

uation. A univerbitj bureau of busi- 
ness research would need to be 
very careful and confine its activi- 
ties to the. simple patherins of 
facts, and analyzing and present- 
ing them in accordance with the 
best statistical methods. No drift- 
ing over into prophesy should be 
allowed. 
"Nebraska being an agricultural 


state, the problems ol

chants of Lincoln, Omaha and a 
dozen of the larger cit.ie* are dif- 
ferent- from those in other parts of 
the country ,and there might be a 
good local field for working out this 
newest tendency in colleges of bus- 
iness administration.
